my State Secretary, or in tho presence of the competent Chief of tho 
Deparüment and expert, and particularly if the convers^tion was involved 
with a person whom I never boforo had known, The question of tho supplying 
of toxtiles from concentration caz7$s, that was a quostion that I nover 


concerneduyself with 2t all, Those things were only in thc sphere of 


command of tho Reich Comnissar, for old material and its use, That was 


an office outside my Ministry. The offico quite logically workod together 
with the toxtilo experts of the Ministry, áccording to my conviction, 
matters took thoir course this way.
